The cry that 
is now going up 


throughout the state is for increased 
pay for public officials. 
The legis- 


lature now insession, willmeet with 
the stereotyped 
demand 
for more 


pay from over-worked officials, who 
imagine that they are the "whole 
thing;" that the people who support 
them are worthy of little considera- 
tion in the presence 
of their self- 


importance. 
In one shape 
or an- 


other the usual raid to bolster 
up 


salaries 
to a higher plane 
will be 


made; either directly or under 
the 


elastic plea of "changing 
the mode 


of compensation." 
School teachers 


are particularly anxious to have the 
legislature take hold of the salary- 
increase proposition in their behalf. 
They claim they are under-paid ; that 
California is in danger of fallinginto 
the background in educational 
mat- 


ters unless 
teachers' 
salaries *are 


moved up a few points higher; 
that 


efficient teachers cannot be had for 
the prices offered; that a competent 
man can find better pay in other 
avenues 
of industry than 
in the 


school room; that other states 
are 


more liberal in this respect 
than 


California; 
that the more 
money 


that is provided for the school 
sys- 


tem the more efficient that 
system 


willbecome. 
The cry hinges on the 
proposition that there are plenty of 
teachers of the right kind to be had, 
but not for the salaries 
offered. 
To 


show the hollowness 
of such preten- 


sions a writer to the San Jose Mer^ 
cury has tabulated from the United 
States 
bureau 
of statistics for the 


year 1901, 
all .the leading .states 


of 
the union in the payment 
of 


teachers' 
salaries.

that California does. 
Illinoispays less than two-thirds as 
much, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio pay a 
trifleover one-half, Indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota pay less than 
half, and lowa leas than one-third as 
much. 


The 
message 
favors giving 
the 


legislature power to add new subjects 
of taxation to the assessment 
roll as 


circumstances 
may require. 
To en- 


large the scope of tho legislature in 
this direction 
is hardly likely to 


meet with popular indorsement, in 
face of the record of extravagance 
which the law-making body has uni- 
formly made for so many years past. 
Many willincline, to think that the 
reform spirit might find a wide field 
ofoperation inlopping off the legion 
of expenses that could be dispensed 
withwithout in the least impairing 
the efficiency of 
the 
government. 


We hope the governor's firmstand 
for tax reform is the initial step to 
a general overhauling of our revenue 
system that willprove beneficial to 
alltax-bearing interests. 


Governor Pardee's 
message is the 


most comprehensive, thoughtful and 
meritorious 
document 
of 
the kind 


that has been presented to the legis- 
lature 
for many years. 
While it 


embraces a wide range 
of subjects, 


its chief burden relates 
to the ever- 


increasing demands of governments, 
and suggesting methods for meeting 
them. 
Aradical reform inour re- 


venue 
system 
is advocated.

The 


state "government 
should be sup- 


ported by a levyon certain kinds of 
property or 
privileges, 
and 
the 


county governments by the taxation 
of other 
and 
different 
property. 


Of course such a plan cannot be tried 
without ratification by the people of

is recommended

The plan of sustaining

corporation franchises and property, 
and taking control of the license 
system has been 
tried in several 


eastern and middle states, and found 
to work satisfactorily. 
There is no 


reason to believe that itwould prove 
less satisfactory 
in Calfornia. 
The 


range of taxable property, as fixed 
by our state constitution, had been 
steadily diminishing.

after amendment 
has bsen adopted 


striking one class of property after 
another 
from the assessment 
roll,

all children to be vaccinated 
as a 


pre-requisite 
to admission 
to the 


public schools. 
The opposition 
is 


not confined 
to parents 
who object 


tohaving their offspring subjected 
to the dangers incident to wholesale 
vaccination 
as now practiced ina 


period of epidemic, but many medi- 
cal men are coming round to the 
view that the remedy is about 
as 


mischievous 
as the disease which it 


is intended tocure. 
The Anti-com- 


pulsory Vaccination League of Cali- 
fornia is agitating for the repeal of 
this compulsory law. 
The following 


billhas been prepared, and its pass- 
age will be earnestly advocated be- 
fore the present state legislature: 


Anact to prevent 
vaccination 
being 


made a condition precedent 
to admis- 
sion to the public schools of the state 
of California: 


Sec. 1. That hereafter it shall bo un- 
lawfulfor.any board of health, board 
of education, or any other public board 
acting inthis state under police regula- 
tion, or otherwise, to compel by reso- 
lution, order orproceedings of any kind 
the vaccination of any child or porson 
as a pre-requisite for admission to, or 
attendance upon, or receiving the bene- 
fits of any public or private school in 
the state of California.

while shooting turkeys in 


the shrubs Ientirely forgot the sting- 
ing tree tillIwas warned of Its close 
proximity by its smell and have often 
found myself in a little forest of them. 
Iwas only once stung, and that very 
lightly. Its effects 
are curious. 
It 


leaves no marks, but the pain is mad- 
dening, and for months afterward tho 
part when touched is.tender in rainy 
weather or when itgets wet ln wash- 
ing, etc. Ihave seen a man who treats 
ordinary 
pain 
lightly roll on 
the 


ground in agony 
after being 
stung, 


and Ihave known a horse so complete- 
ly mad after getting into a grove of 
the trees that he rushed open mouthed 
at every one who approached him and 
had to be shot 
Dogs when stung will 


rush about, 
whining piteously, biting 


pieces from the affected part."

THE HEART MUSCLES. 


The banana is seedless, or nearly so, 


and 
has been for centuries, 
though 


nobody knows why. ItIs propagated 
by suckers 
and possibly had no seeds 


when it was fitst found in its wild 
state. 
The banapa is a modified berry. 


Cutting the fruit through the middle 
you will sometimes 
see a few little 


brown spots, which are the rudimen- 
tary seeds. 
Occasionally 
the banana 


does actually produce a few seeds. 


The pineapple to seedless, 
being prop- 


agated likewise from suckers and from 
slips. 
The eggplant, 
which is a fruit, 


botanically 
speaking, 
Is occasionally 


seedless. 
This plant is able 
to pro- 


duce developed fruit whether the blos- 
som is fertilized or not. 
Horticultur- 


ists are endeavoring at the same time 
to rid fruit plants 
of thorns. 
Some 


oranges and lemons are very thorny— 
for example, 
the high 
priced King 


orange, which Is the best of the man- 
darins. 'The first trees were brought 
to the United States from Cochin Chi- 
na. InFlorida its tborniness has been 
reduced, by selecting 
buds from the 


branches 
with the 
fewest 
thorns. 


Thorns are objectionable because 
they 


puncture 
the 
oranges 
and 
lemons 


when the branches 
are blown about 


by the wind. Efforts are being made 
to get rid of the thorns on raspberry 
and blackberry plants simply for con- 
venience 
in picking the fruit. 
The 


thorns are meant by nature to protect 
the plant from animals. 
Cultivators 


select those 
plants 
which happen to 


be thornless or nearly so.

The contraction of the auricles takes 
one-fifth of the time between one beat 
and tho next, the contraction 
of the 


ventricles two-fifths and the pause two- 
fifths, so that the heart is really rest- 
Ing two-fifths of its time. 
Sleep also 
aids ln relieving the muscles of the 
Ijeart, 
as it considerably 
diminishes 


the rapidity of its action. 


This alternation of rest and activity 


endows 
the heart muscles 
with their 


capacity for untiring work. 


It is generally 
supposed 
that 
the 


heart is an organ which never takes a 
rest. 
But this is not so. 
The muscles 
of the heart are not incessantly 
work- 
ing. 
Tho heart 
contains four cham- 


bers—two upper, called the auricles, and 
twolower, the ventricles. 
In the beat- 
ing of the heart the auricles first con- 
tract and force the blood into the ven- 
tricles; they then relax while the ven- 
tricles repeat the process. 
Then fol- 
lows a pause, 
during which the heart 
isperfectly at rest.
